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INTRODUCTION. 

Eight  years  have  elapsed  since  P  began  tracing  out  the 
records  of  my  Harwood  ancestors  and  relatives ;  and  I  have 
now  tho  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the  descendants  of  my  an- 
cestor, James  Hauwood,  this  little  History  of  our  Branch  of 
the  New  England  Harwoods. 

When  I  first  began  tracing  the  records,  I  had  nu  thought 
of  writing  the  family  history.  I  was  led  to  engage  in  tho 
work  simply  by  a  desire  to  know  more  of  my  ancestry  in 
the  Harwood  line.  Hut  as  my  interest  in  the  work  increas- 
ed, I  decided  upon  the  plan  of  publishing  the  records  in 
(^ome  form,  by  which  the  memory  of  our  forefathers  might 
be  perpetuated,  and  we,  their  descendant?,  might  come  to 
know  more  of  one  another. 

Being  the  first  to  write  the  history  'of  our  Branch  of 
Harwoods,  I  have  had  to  collect  most  of  the  records  from 
original  sources,  thus  adding  greatly  to  the  l.ibor  of  the  un- 
dertaking. I  wi.sh  here  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  of 
those  who  have  aided  me  with  their  letters  or  orally  in  trac- 
ing out  these  records.  A  list  of  those  who  have  aided  me 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  book. 

In  arranging  the  records  in  this  book,  I  have  aimed  to 
give  the  facts  which  I  have  collected  in  as  plain  and  con- 
cise a  manner  as  possible,  and  so  arranged  that  the  connec- 
tion  may  be  easily  seen.     With   ]-cgard   to  this  arrangement. 
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it  will  he  noticed  that  all  who  have  borne  the  name  of 
Harw  >od  are  numbered,  beginning  with  our  common  ances- 
tor (  James,  )  and  carrying  the  order  down  through  all  the 
generations.  An  Index  will  be  found  in  the  back  part  of 
the  book  giving  the  name  and  number  of  each  Harwood, 
whose  name   is  enrolled  in   this  book. 

I  h;n'e  tai<en  particular  care  to  get  the  names  and  dates 
correct,  and  I  think  that  all  parts  of  the  llecord  may  be 
relied  upon  as  accurate. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  this  has  been  a  work 
requiring  much  labor  and  expense  ;  and  I  hope  it  may  meet 
the  ends  lor  which  it  is  designed  in  giving  us  a  better 
knowledge  of  our  ancestors,  and  enabling  us,  their  descend- 
ants, to  become  better  acquainted  with  one  another.  Should 
this  hope  be  realized,  my  labor  will  not  have  been  in  vain.

1730.  He  signed  the  Petition,  in  1754,  for  dividing  the  Prov- 
ince of  New  Hampshire  into  counties.  He  married  a  Miss 
Ci^OGSTON,  who  was  of  Irish  origin.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the 
old  French  and  Indian  war,  and  belonged  to  the  company  of 
Kogers'  Rangers.  They  were  sent  from  Dunstable  in  1759, 
and  were  at  the  storming  of  Quebec,  Canada.  He  entered  the 
American  army  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  was  in  the 
first  Regiment  from  Dunstable.  He  was  in  the  buttles  of  Lex- 
ington and  Bunker  hill.  He  went  to  Canada  with  the  army, 
where  he  died  of  small-pox,  Dijc,  1777,  and  was  buried  on 
Montreal   Island.

He  married  Abigail  Hastings,  of  Amherst,  N.  H.,  and  .set- 
tled in  Mount  Vernon,  N.  H.,  where  he  died  about  1812.

He  swerved  in  the 
American  army  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  was  killed 
at  Hubbardton,  Vt.,  July  7,  1777,  on  the  retreat  of  the  army 
from  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.

(  then  Orleans  Co.  ),  Vermont,  about  1802,  to  build  the  first 
mills  ever  built  there.  After  that  he  resided  in  Constable, 
Franklin  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  Eden,  Vt.,  in  1837.  His 
wife  died  in  1848,  She  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
i^opal  Chuich.
